Hon. R. B. Roosevelt, Democratic mem- 


ber of congress from the Fourth district 
of Xaw York, in his recent speech at the 
reform meeting developes the modus

randi of repeating as follows: 


Heretofore there has been a registry of 


all legal voters in this city. 
I can only 


•peak of the past. I cannot tell what Tam- 
many will do hereafter, and now that this 
registry law has bean repealed we may b* 
pure that matters will not be improved. 
There were three registers to aciperviw 
these lists, three inspectors to receive the 
vote*, acd threo canvassers to count them. 
One of each of these boards was a Repub- 
lican and could stop all frauds if he pleased, 
but as the partita to be defeated were 
opposed to Tammany he shut his eye* with 
resolute determination. To begin with, 
gangs of repeaters were organized whose 
first duty was to have their name* recorded

torits, theatres, hotels, public buildings 
and private dwellings, which appears to 
be the^most efficient, simple and practical 
plan yet introduced. Through the top of 
each rocm'or apartmeiit, run a aeries of 
perforated 
pipM which 
communicate 


either with a main reservoir of water or 
with a. force 
pump. When 
a fire 


takea place in any particular apartment, 
the water is turned on to that apartment 
only, and a flue apray i* projected from 
the perforated pipes sufficient to almoet 
immediately extinguish any fire without 


ig the contents of xhs room. We 


have in this region learned by experience, 
the value of a water spray in subduing oil 
fires.

About. Kindergartens. 


Xditon Morning Herald: 


Since the appearance in the columns of 


the HERALD a few dayt ago of an article 
entitled, " What I think of Kinderger- 
tens," and knowing that such an institu- 
tion is about to be started in this'city,- ner- 
eral have inquired of me in regard to it« 
nature and uses, and thinking there might 
be others who, if mido acquainted with its 
workings imd aim;, might desire to avail 
themselves of its benefits, I would ask.the 
privilege of presenting the subject more 
rally to the good people of Titusville 
through the columns of your paper. 


The Kindergarten, as" its nama'.'(chil- 


dren's garden) indicates, is an institution 
expressly for little ones. I hardly know 


bother to cill it a school, inasmuch as it 


differs so fundamently in its characteris- 
tics from any school or system of instruc- 
tion hitherto introduced or originating in 
our country. They are designed for chil- 
dren from three to eight years of age—just 
that age in which books are to them worse 
than useless, and the ideas derived from 
them nothing. And yet at this age they 
are acquiring ideas probably more rapidly 
and the memory is moro retentive than at 
any time during their subsequent life. 
Shall these precious years in which the 
foundation ia so certainly being laid for 
the future superstructure remain unim- 
proved, or shall these growing minds be 
udioiously directed into channels which 
will develop uorreot ideas, sound impres- 
sions and beautiful thoughts? They want 
ideas, not words—they want tbougutf, not 
sentences, which convey to their minds 
nothing but unmeaning words. Send a 
child to one of our common schools until 


U eight years old, and how many ideas 


las he acquired from the books which 
be haa learned to 
read? 
Not one. 


Aside from tbe oral instruction of hit 
teacher he has learned nothing but to 
name words. It is not neceefeJiry that so 
much time should be spent in learning to 
read. Lat that alone until the time when 
the mind is more mature; but do not neg- 
eot tho education of those plastic minds 
until they are able to comprehend the 
nstrnotiou derived from books.

age, 
came into

school who did 


not know bis alphabet.

>ils laughed when he stood up and spelled 
the simple combinations a-b ab, etc.

He was not a genius, not a remark-

rive from them ideas, and this habit once 
ixed it is very difficult to bring thorn to 
think where they have not been accus- 
tomed to tbe exercise of that faculty 


Now let our little ones be trained to 


tank systematically and correctly until 
they are old enough to derive ideas from 
>ook>>, then we will find the mere mitter 
of learning to read a very smaU barrier in 
the way of their progress. 


This early education is what the Kin- 


dergarten proposes to take in hand, and is 
peculiarly a school of ideas adopted to the 
various ages and capacities with which the 
Kindergarten has to deal. No one is 
forced forward, no one is held back to 
wait the pace of one more tardy. 


Are you afraid your little darling of 


Area or ioar years, who has never been 
away from its mother's smiles, is too 
young' [to be benefited at tbu Kindergar- 
ten? They will have just as tender care 
lere, jast as much freedom o{ mind and 
body &» though they were at home. Their 
energies, whii;h every mother knows i» 
usually directed toward mischief for the 
want of something else to d}, are so beau- 
tifully and systematically directed that it is 
a constant pastime, aud yet every direction 
has an idea connected with it, and these 
are so frequently changed that there is no 
such thing as monotony or resistance. 


The first Kindergarten teaching to an 


infant is to give it little balls of beautiful 
colors to play with, that its eyes may learn 
to discriminate colors; that its little 
fingers may become pliable by holding 
and catching them. In a more advanced 
stage it iif-hown a ball and a cube together, 
and by judicious questions is taught to 
observe the difference between the,two 
forms; that one is round and tbe other 
square ;• one has corners and edges, the 
other has none; one has one surface, the 
other has many; one will roll, the other 
will not; one can be caught in the hand 
without pain, the other cannot. In a more 
advanced stage a small lump of wet clay 
is given to the child, which he ia told to 
mould into a ball. It is diffi suit work aud 
takes repeated cff jrts of the little handa. 
VVhen it has baea snocessf ally done, it is 
proposed to make it into a cube, not by 
cutting it, but by pressing it upon the 
table in opposite sides until it assumes the 
required shape. 
Instructions like this 


teaches them to invent and create forms as 
well as to imagine them. 


The folding and cutting of paper, done 


accurately aud by rule, go »s to insure 
pretty shapes, has far deeper significance 
tbnn the mere making of paper boats and 
fljwers. Every fold must be true, how" 
aver many attempts at accuracy it in< 
volvua, and a child very' soou becomes sen- 
sitive to any wry crease or crooked cut, 
and is led to see the way in which either 
mars the final result of his little labors. 
Cubes are (subsequently divided into pyra< 
raids, and these again into still smaller 
ones, sj that cubes, pyramids and bricks— 
which is another form of cubes—gives 
gieat ecope for building. Surface blocks, 
of a still greater variety of shapes, are used 
in progressive lessons when fundamental 
principles are given. All these occupa- 
tions are to be used when understood 
in 
free 
invention, 
which is ' never 


allowed to violate these fundamental laws. 
The cube root is handled and practically 
understood, long before the time when 
mathematics are learned from books. So 
of trigonometry, which can be practically 
taught before a scientific word ia attached 
to the diagrHir.8 made with surface blocks. 
Lessons upon sticks of one, two, three 
four or five inches in length cultivate an- 
other clnss of ideas, and con be laid in 
beautiful form;, and alao made into trans- 
parent solids, by being united with moist' 
ened peds. As much anthmetio as child- 
ren under seven years ought to learn, is 
taught by these various countings, add- 
ings, subtractings and dmdings involved 
in weaving, drawing, aud block lessons. 
How much bettor conception a child has 
of a hundred who learus how it looks 
than merely by tbe time it takes to count 
it. The tables that the children sit at as 
they 
work 
are 
painted 
in 
inch 


squares, 
and 
the 
block*, 
planes 


and sticks are not to be laid about in con- 
fused heaps, but taken out one by one 
from the boxes and carefully adjusted to 
these inch squares. In going from one to 


another the changes jtn made gradually 
and in order. No pattern* are allowed. 
Tbe teaahen suggest how to lay the 
blocks, planes, sticks, also wide circles and 
arcs, in relation to each other severally, 
and to the squares of the table. 


A lady who traveled in Europe to study 


-Prof fefiKindergarteus brought home from 
Dresden the whole series of work done by 
a eleai of children who began at throe 
years old and continued until seven; and 
no one has seen it without being convinced 
that it must have educated the children 
that did it, not only to an exquisite artis- 
tic manufacture, which it is very much 
harder to attain later, but to habit* of at- 
tention that would make it a thing of a 
short time to learn to read, write and 
cipher, anc! enable them to enter into 
scientific education, and ugj books with 
the greatest advantage, aa early as. eight 
years old. Callisthenics, ball-plays, and 
plays symbolizing the motions of birds, 
beasts, pretty human fancies, mechanical 
and other labors, and exercising the whole 
body, are alternated with the quieter oc- 
cupations, and give grace, agility, animal 
spirits and health,-with quiokncra of oye 
and touch, together with an effect on the 
mind, their significance taking the rude- 
ness out, and putting intelligence into 
the plays, without destroying the fun. 
The songs and music which direct these 
exercises ara learned by rote, and help to 
gratify that demand for rythm which is 
one of the mysteries of human nature. 


"The imperfection of schools, and tbe 


disastrous effects of them as generally ad- 
ministered, upon the moral natures of 
children, lead many to sequester their 
ittle onss too much from companions of 
their own age. The sooner they are pnt 
together under good guidance the better, 
but that requin ite is imperative. The cir- 
cumstances must be such as to insure the 
tenderness of the mother to each one, the 
defense of each one against the encroach- 
ments of l.he rest, and the uneicited, 
lealthy action of the wind." For the fore- 
going quotation I am indebted to the pen

I look upon the Kindergarten aa a God- 


sent blessing to_all of us who have young 
children whom we desire to rear in such a 
manner that they may honor us and be a 
ilessing to their day and generation. The 
question now before us is, how shall we 
proceed in order to secure one of these in- 
valuable institutions in our midst, that our 
children may have its benefits 1 I have 
written to the Principal of the Normal 
school for the training of Kindergarten 
teachers in Boston, and have a fair pros- 
pect for a teacher. 
Thirty pupils will be the maximum 


number admitted, and those who are early 
In securing a chance for their children in 
:he school will be the fortunate ones. Al- 
ready the namea given to me are of such a 
number as to presage success to the enter- 
prise.
